mprov tse—Dill & Co.'s 
Mil- Pleasure, 


Onaxok, June 2, 1882. 
Jesse H. Arnold, one of the merch- 
ants of Orange, is putting up an addi- 
tion to his store 20x50 feet. 

Lotspeich Bros., on the west side of 
San Diego canyon, and Wood and oth- 
ers on the east side are extending their 
line of concrete waterpipe one and a 
half miles further up the canyon toward 


the fountain head. They are putting 
in one mile of 12 and 14 inch and half 
a mile of 20-inch pipe. 

Three miles north of Orange post- 
office, at the tunnel on the Santa Ana 
Irrigating Company's ditch, known as 
Burrell’s Point, Messrs. Dillon & Co. 
are building a three-story grist mill, to 
run by water. It will be seventy horse 
power, with five run of stones—three 
ran 3% French burrs and two run 
20-inch burrs for middlings, and one 
set of germ rolls for crushing middlings, 
with two Garden City middlings puri- 
fiers. The mill will have a capacity of 
sixty or seventy barrels of flour every 
twenty-four hours and they have plenty 
of water power to double the capacity 
when desired. They expect to have it 
completed and ready for operation in 
October. 

Mr. J. W. Anderson, who keeps the 

hotel at Orange, returned yesterday ev- 
ening from a three days’ camping trip 
to the beach at Laguna canyon. He 
was accompanied by his brother, George 
H. Andersen, of Pittsburgh, Pennsylva- 
nia, and wife, Mrs. Lotspeich, Mr. T.

MAZATLAN. 


Some Pertinent Facts About Oar 
Neighbor's Trace. 

The balance of trade between the 
United States and the Pacific port of 
Mazatlan, Mexico, is heavily against our 
country. The principal articles im- 
ported from the United States are ma- 
chinery, hardware and glassware, coal 
oil, cotton goods, mining powder, quick- 
silver, and, in much smaller propor- 
tions, groceries, drugs, perfumery and 
stationery. A variety of miscellaneous 
articles completes the list. The impor- 
tation of canned goods, by reason of the 
excessively high duty on them, is prac- 
tically embargoed. The total value of 
American imports for the year ending 
June 30, 1881, was only $677,527, while 
the exports to the United States for the 
same period—consisting of bullion and 
specie, Brazil wood, hides, ores, fruits 
and miscellaneous merchandise — 
amounted to $3,978,283. 

The consular criticism is made that 
Mexican importers and American mer- 
chants and traders operating in Mazat- 
lan, as elsewhere in Mexico, are put ata 
disadvantage by their European rivals, 
who are in the habit of giving longer 
credits, as well as paying greater atten- 
tion to the uniform good quality, exact 
weight and careful putting up of their 
goods for the Mexican market. Ameri- 
can manufacturers who would gain a 
foothold for their wares in our neigh- 
boring Republic have it in their power 
to remedy this state of things, and put 
themselves on an equality with their 
European rivals. 

Since the Ist of November last a duty 
has been levied on all articles hereto- 
fore free, and a tax placed on all sales 
of merchandise. Whether this will en- 
able the government to meet its ex- 
penses is problematical. 

The notorious insecurity of the harbor 
of Mazatlan, and the frequent loss of 
vessels while at anchor there, have had 
the effect of causing a loud call to be 
made upon the Mexican national gov- 
ernment for funds to construct a break- 
water, the cost of which fs estimated at 
$600,000. Three foreign vessels were 
wrecked in that port last year. 

Mazatlan, although having the benefit 
of geogr 22 position and a large 
established trade, has not so far at- 


, | tracted the attention of railroad conces- 


sionists, and there is no prospect at 
resent of any of the new lines in pro- 
ject adopting that port as a terminus. 
We have gathered these points froma 
late report of United States Consul 
Kelton, and believe that the comparative 
proximity of Mazatlan to California, 
and our interest in her trade and 
people, make the facts pertinent to

PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 


It will be seen from the report of 
the proceedings of the Board of Su- 
pervisors th.t a resolution was. intro- 
duced in that body yesterday by Mr. 
A. H. Rogers, to sell the old court 
house and segregate the jail property, 
which is owned conjointly by the city 
and county. The purpose of this is 
to dispose of the old and build new 
quarters for the accommodation of the 
county government, a movement which 
has been needed and even demanded 
for years past. The city and county 
buildings have been a standing dis- 
grace for lo these many years, and there 
is not a man in the county that possesses 
an atom of pride, or public spirit, 
but will earnestly favor the move- 
ment. The government should purchase 
the site of the present courthouse, 
raze the present building and give us 
a Government building for a post- 
office and the accommodation of all fed- 
eral offices. A bill is now pending in 
Congress which will give us $75,000, 
and with this sum and the remainder 
which we will get, should this bill pass, 
a handsome and commodious public 
building can be erected. Then with a 
respectable court house for the accom- 
modation of the county, a city hall 
which will not require one to hide his 
head in shame when he speaks of the 
city quarters, and Los Angeles will 
simply have what she is entitled to. 


Speed the day. 
ONE CENT POSTAGE. 


Representative Robinson, ot New 
York, was last week before Postmas- 
ter-General Howe advocating the re- 
duction of letter postage to one cent 
per half ounce any distance in the 
country. Mr. Howe has promised to 
give the matter his immediate atten- 
tion. The subject is one of great in- 
terest to the people, and the sug- 
gestion will be almost universally fa- 
vored, for it will be hoped that as fa- 
vorable results will follow the proposed 
reduction as followed that which gave 
us our present rate. The growth of 
the country in population is rapid, and 
indulgence in epistolary correspond- 
ence is one of the improvements in this 
age that has become general among all 
classes, so that it is fair to suppose the 
future must see a large increase in the 
demands to be made upon the Post- 
office Department, but whether it shall 
be enough to equalize the receipts un- 
der a reduction of two-thirds in the 
rate may be doubted. We would favor 
the lowest practicable figure. There 
are some who will doubt the expe- 
diency of the reduction, and argue, 
under the supposition that the large 
business houses and wealthier classes 
now pay the major portion of the pos- 
tage of the country, coupled with the 
facts that our present rates are cheaper 
than anything else we have, and that 
a large percentage of the business is 
now accommodated with a one cent 
rate by postal cards, it is questionable 
if so large a reduction as that pro 
posed is advisable at one step. At 
present the receipts from postage are 
not equal to the expense of carriage by 
several millions annually. Under the 
proposed rate the deficiency would be 
much larger. That deficiency will be 
a tax upon our revenues, and the 
question then is will it lighten the 
burden of the poor to shift the tax 
from the correspondence of the 
wealthy to that of the consumers of 
our imports? We might cite in illus- 
tration one wealthy corporation, the 
heaviest patron the Postoffice Depart- 
ment has, but it is not an importer to 
any considerable extent, therefore pays 
little of anything into the treasury ex- 
cepting for postage. A reduction of 
two-thirds on its postage bill would 
amount to thousands per annum—a 
sum that others would have to pay out 
of much smaller incomes. In view of 
the position it is questionable if it is 
not the wisest course to keep the 
Postal Department as nearly self-sup- 
porting as may be, and make reduc- 
tions from time to time as eircum- 
stances may warrant, and when it is 
possible reduce the rate to even less 
than one cent. We believe ir the low- 
est rate that will pay the expense, giv- 
ing the officials no better compensa- 
tions than theircustomers can obtain.

Muscatine, Iowa, May 25, 1882. 

Ebrron Tuns: The weather, the 
weather, the weather, is the chief 
topic of comment in Iowa, and although 
a threadbare subject all over the world, 
Iowa has certainly had a spell of the 
most utterly bad the past sixty days that 
has ever fallen to the lot of this usually 
not-to-be-boasted-of climate.
